WASHINGTON, April 1.—A program 
for tax legislation in the next Congress 
tentatively agreéd upon by the ‘‘ Pro- 
gressive bloc’’ of the House: was made 
public today by Representative Frear, 
Republican, of Wisconsin, who declared 
‘* Several measures have been drawn to 
meet weaknesses of the 1921, Revenue 
law.’’ 

The bloc, Mr. Frear said in a state- 
ment, will urge adoption of a Constitu- 
tional amendment to ‘bring-investments 
in tax-free securities and stock dividends 
wi the taxing powers of the Federal 
Government, an increase in the inheri- 
tance tax, and enactment of a gift tax, 
a retroactive tax on undistributed. prof- 
its and an excess profits tax.

** to reach corporate surpluses laid aside 
annually and. afterward . distributed in 
stock dividends.’’ Such @ practice, he 
declared, was ‘‘ unjust to the Uttle stock- 
holder and.is responsible for great mo- 
nopolies that have absorbed all rivals 
through surplus profits that pay no per- 
sonal income tax.’’. 


Declares ‘‘ Profiteering is Unlimited.’’ 


Declaring that ‘‘ profiteering is unlim- 
ited,"’ the statement advocated an ex- 
cess profits tax upon the ‘* enormous 
corporate profits that are escaping any 
excess profits tax today.’’ The bill which 
has been prepared will begin with rates 
lower than the old law in the lower 
brackets, but with a heavy. rate on 
higher profits, ‘‘ to remove the incentive 
for profiteering, which was never: more 
unconscionable than today.”’ The 
measute will exempt from the tax 8 per 
cent. profits on the invested capital.

DEFENDS BERLIN FIGURE 
ON ITS TREATY LOSSESS 


Schroeder Argaes Items Making 
Total of 56,000,000,000 Gold 
Marks Rightly Included. 


BERLIN, April 1 (Associated Press).— 
When German’s total losses due to the 
execution of the peace treaty were re- 
cently estimated officially as equal to 
more than 56,000,000,000 gold marks she 
Was accused:in some circles abroad of 
erroneously and dishonorably including 
cértain calculations, and these criti- 
cisms have brought a reply from Herr 
Schroeder, Under. Secretary. of. the 
Finance Ministry. 

He. emphasizes in a statement made 
today that there was no attempt to 
confuse, national losses suffered through 
the treaty stipulat ons with such as con- 
cerh payments ‘fdér outright deliveries to 
the Allies, but that Germany was justi- 
fief in ,including the former: in her 
treaty debt column since these were the 
outcome of conditions imposed by, the 
Entente. 

The critics contended among, other 
things that the confiscated German 
property should not be included, because 
it would, largely ‘be returned eventually, 
and neither should the losses on disarm- 
ament, because these represented noth- 
ing more than pure war losses. 

“ Against the viewpoint of these crit- 
ics,”? says Herr Schroeder, ‘‘ I must call 
attention to the fact that all-movable 
and immovable German property in 
Great Britain and her colonies and 
France and her colonies, as well as in 
most other lands participating in the 
war, was confiscated. These possessions 
must go down as definitely lost through 
confiscation, since the German Govern- 
ment’s ‘many endeavors to have confisca- 
tion postponeG or entirety or partially 
revoked have unfortunately been fruit- 
less. Despite this, do the critics se- 
riously believe that France will return 
to Germany even a part of the value of 
the liquidated. property, or will they 
even partially revoke confiscation? And 
do they assume -that- Germany: will be 
compensated for the loss of her claims 
on what formerly was Austria-Hungary 
or on Bulgaria or Turkey? , 

“It may be that the United States of 
America will decide to return entirely 
or in part to the owners the rman 
property -confiscated ‘in’ America—and 
this may explain somewhat the stand- 
point of American critics. 

‘*Germany discharged certain bur- 
dens through the forceful seizure of its 
property, and the Republic must fur- 
thermore indemnify .all German suffer- 
ing through such seizure. It is there- 
fore just to figure its value in the ob- 
ligations coming under the Treaty of 
Versailles. 

‘The value of the material delivered 
or scrapped in the course of military 
and industrial disarmament was reck- 
oned in the German statement under 
‘domestic expenditure and losses.’ It 
is therefore amply clear to anyone who 
does not approach the examination of 
the German viewpoint in a prejudiced 
manner that it was:not desired to con- 
fuse these with ‘ obligations rendered to 
the Allies.’ 

“The machinery. and. —— sup- 
plies which were delivered or aorapped 
could have been devoted to peace-time 
economics, and their delivery or s¢crap- 
ping therefore represented a loss to Ger- 
many’s national economics and a reduc- 
tion of her ability to -bear reparations 
obligations: 

“The Rhine bridges also were reck- 
oned with full justice in the German 
statement at half their value, since the 
railroad bridges and other bri€ges span- 
ning the Rhine and Alsace-Lorraine had 
to be turned over to France in all their 

rts and in their entire extent. . Here, 
t00, there is involved a rformance 
for France which is not balanced by 
a counter-performance and for which no 
justification exists either in border con- 
ditions or in other connections.’’ 


LABOR FOR RUHR PEACE. 


Ramsay Macdonald Urges It at Lon- 
don. Conference of Party. 


LONDON, April 1.—J. Ramsay Mac- 
donald, Labor leader in the House of 
Commons, at the opening meeting of a 
three days’ conference of the Independ- 
ent Labor Party in London tonight, ex- 
pressed the conviction that, in conse- 
quence of the recent visit of the déle- 
gation of the. Socialist members-of Par- 
liament to Germany and their conversa- 
tions with representatives of German, 
French; Italian, British and Belgian So- 
clalist opnion, the Labor Party was go- 
ing to begin a-settlement of the Ruhr 
question, which would never be settled 
by the Governments acting alone.

ALBANY, April 1.—Owing to a tem- 
porary slowing up of proceedings in the 
Democratic Senate, there is no likelihood 
that any of the Smith-Hylen transit and 
publie ‘utility measures will reach the 
Republican Assembly for another week.

advocated by Mayor Hylan but not ac- 
ceptable in its present form to the 
Republican majority in the Assembly 
That such a measure will be introduced 
by some Republican Assemblyman from 
New York City this week iq” the ex- 
pectation ‘here..

MADE ‘READY FOR SCHOOL. 


Children Tested Mentally and Phys- 
ically Before ‘Entry Here. 


To ‘start children auspiciously on their 
school lives, New York City. schools. co- 
operated with the Department of Health, 
the Red Cross, and the New York State 
Association of Consulting’ Psychologists 
in examining mentally and physically 
1,000 of ——— age three months be- 
fore the opening of the last school year 
and following up these. examinations 
with correction of physical defects and 
classification according to mental capac- 
ity. This work was done at the sugges- 
tion of the Education Committee of the 
Civic Club, and it is described in a bul- 





letin of the United States Bureau of |’ 


ucation. 

"Two groups of/four schools. each were 
chosen for the experiment. One group 
was in a neighborhopd where. most. of 
the’ children were of -Russian-Jewish 
parentage and the other where many 
nationalites -were represented—Itallans 
predominating. A circular wags sent to 
each parent in the neighborhood having 
a child who was expected to attend 
school in September, the names and ad- 
dresses have beén collected by the Prin- 
‘cipals.. Hach school had the services of 
a medical ‘inspector who devoted three 
hours a-day for a week in examining 
children who-had béen brought by their 
mothers or by older children: About 
twerity were examined each day. The 
examinations were given during June; 
leavirig two months for follow-up and 
correction work before the children en- 
tered: school: in September. 

‘The doctors and dental hygienists who 
examined the children pointed out to the 
mothers the remediable physical defects 
and gave instructions for having these 
corrected. Two-thirds of the. children 
were found to-have defects, which were 
mostly dental, but included also hyger- 
trophied tonsils, defective nasal breath- 
ing; malnutrition, pulmonary diseases, 
organic’ cardiac’ diseasé, nervous dis- 
eases and orthopedic defects. To-insure 
so far as possible the correction of the 
defects, the agencies co-operating in the 
it nurses to/follow. up the cases 
and recommend treatment.

If a reyival of business 
such as has occurred this season is 
based exclusively on the recovering 
of lost. ground, the. making good of a 
shortage created by a year or two of 
drastic economies,. restoration of nor- 
mal conditions-in the amount of’ goods 
on hand will at some point result in 
a slackening of demand as compared 
with the urgent inquiry which had 
prevailed when the building up of ab- 
normally. small supplies | was in full 
swing. 

Relaxation in home consumers’ de- 
mands for such a cause is sometimes 
overcome: by the prevalence’of a spec- 
ulative impulse, when consumers will 
theriselves buy more than they need 
because of expected further rise - in 
prices. Revival of prosperity in the
